Herefore , feeing this Science 
treats of the Imperfett Bodies 
of Minerals, and teacheth how 
to perfect them; wein the firit 
place confider two Things, viz. 


| Imperfettion and Perfettion, About thefe two 


our Intention is occupied, and of them we. 
purpofe to treat. We compofe this Book of 
Things perfetling and corrupting ( according as 
we have found by experience ) becaufe Con- 
traries fet near each other, are the more ma- 

nifett. . 3 
The Thing which perfects in Afinerals, is the 
fubftance of -drgenrvive and Sulphur propor- 
tionably commixt, by long and temperate de- 
coction in the Bowels of clean, infpifiate, and 
fixed Earth ( with confervation of its Radical 
Humidity not corrupting ) and brought to a 
folid fuftble Subftance, with due Ignition, and 
rendred Malleable. By the Definition of this 
Nature perfecting, we may more eafily come 
to the Knowledge of the Thing corrupting. 
And this is that which is to be underftood ir 
a contrary Senfe, viz. the pure fubftance of 
B 2 Sulphur

Sulphur and Argentvive, without due Propor- 
; or not fufficiently decocted’ 


tion commix 
inthe Bowels of unclean, not rightly infpiffate 
nor fixed Earth, having a Combuftible and 
Corrupting Humidity, and being of a rare and 
porous Subftance; or having Fufion without 
due Ignition, or no Fufion, and not fufficient- 
ly Malleable. 

The firft Definition I find intruded in thefe 
two Bodies, wiz. in Sol and Lana, according 
to the Perfection of each: but the fecond in 
thefé four, viz. Tin, Lead, Copper and Jron, 
according to the Imperfection of each. And 
becaufe thefe Imperfect Bodies are not redu- 
cible to Sanity and Perfeétion, unlefs the con- 


trary be operated in them; that is, the Mani- | 


feft be made Occult, and the Occult be made 
Manfeft: which Operation, or Contrariation, 
is made by Preparation, therefore they muft 
be prepared, Superfluities in them removed, 
and what is wanting fupplied; and fo the 
known Perfection inferted inthem. But Per- 
fect Bodies need not this preparation ; yet 
they need fuch Preparation, as. that, by which 
their Parts may be more Subtiliated, and they 
reduced from their Corporality to a fixed Spi-

Glafs and Boraces, if made in a due man 
er, need not Preparation. 
The Cleaning of moft foarp Vinegars. 
Vinegars, of what kind foever, acute and 
harfh, are Cleanfed by Subtiliation; and their 
Virtue, or Effect, is Meliorated by Diftil- 
lation. Of the Cleanfing and Purrfying ,of 
all the aforefaid, we have now fufficiently 
fpoken: with which the Imperfect Bodies may 
be Prepared, Purified, Meliorated, and Subti- 
liated, by Fire always duly Mediating. 


CHAP. IV. 


Of Preparation and Melioration of Bo- 
dies in General. 


T® EY are Prepared and Depurated by 
. the aforefaid, according to the Intent- 
on of Fire in this manner: Thefé imperfect 
Bodies have fuperfluous Humid:ties, and acom- 
buftible Sulpbhureity, with Blacknefs generated 
in them, and corrupting them: alfo they have 
in them an Unclean, Feculent, Combutftible, 
and very Grofs Earthine/s, impeding Jugrefs 
and Fufion. Thefe, and fuch as thefe, are 


fuperfluous in the aforefaid Bodies, which are 
found 
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found to be in them, by our Experience, and 
certain and ingenious Jwveftigation. And be- 
caufe thefe Swperfixities have accefs to thefe 
Bodies accidentally, and not radically; and 
the Swpoliation of Accidentals is pathible ; 
therefore ic behoves us, with Artificial Fire, 
by the aforefaid cleanfed Things, to remove 

! Superfluous Accidents, the only Radical 
Subffapce of <Arzgentvive and Sulphur remain- 
me This is the intire Preparation, and per-| 

ccl Deperation of Impertect Bodies. The Afe- 

Loration, Purification and Subtiliation of thefe 
(the pure Subftance remaining ) are effedt- 
ed many ways, according as the Elixir re- 
quires, 

Therefore, the way of Preparing and Pu- 
rifying in General, is this: F irft, With Fire 
proportional, the whole Superfluous and Cor- 
rupt Humidity in their Effence muft be eleva- 
ted ; alfo cheir fubril and burning Superfluity 
removed: and this by Calcination. Afterward, 
the whole Corrupt Subftance of their Super- 
flugus burning Hymidity and Blacknefs remain- 
Ing in their Ca/x, muft be corroded with 
thofe aforefaid Cleanfed, Corrofive, Acute, 
or Harfh Things, until the Caly be White 
or Red (or coloured according to the Na- 
fure and Property of the Body ) and clean 
and pure from all Superfluity or Corruption. 
Thefe Calxes muft be Cleanfed with thefe 
Corrofives, by Grinding, Imbibing and Wafh- 
ing. Afterward, the whole unclean Earthi-

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CHAP. VI 
Of Argentvive, or Mercury. 


We ovieay which alfo is called Mercury 
by the sducients, is a vifcous Water in 
the Bowsls of the Earth, by moft tempe- 
rate Heat united, ina total Union through its 
Ieaft parts, with the fubftance of white fubrile 
Earif, until the Humid be contempered by the 
Dry, and the Dry by the Humid, equally. 
Therefore it eafily runs upon a plain Super- 
ficies, by reafon of its Watery Humidity; but 
it adheres not, although it hatha vifcous Hx- 
midity, by reafon of the Drynefs of that which 
contemperates it, and permits it not to adhere. 
It is alfo (asfome fay ) the VMatrer of Metals 
with Sw#/pour. And it cafily adheres to three A“#- 
merals, viz. tO Saturn, and fupiter, and Sol, 
but to L#na more difficultly. To /enws more 
difhcultly than to Lwna; out to A4ars in no 
wife, unlefs by drtifice. Therefore hence 
you may collect a very great Sccrer. For it 
is amicable, and pleafing to Adetals, and the 
Medium of conjoyning Tinéfares; and nothing 
is fubmerged in drgentvive, unlefS it be Soh 
Yet Jupiter and Saturn, Luna and Venus, are 
diffolved by it, and mixed; and without it, 
none of the Aferals can be gilded, It is fix~ 
¢d, and it is a Tinéwre of Rednefs of molt 
et ial exuberant 
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exuberant Refeffion, and fulgid Splendor ; and 
then it recedes not fram the Cossmusxtion, un- 
til it is in its own Nature. Yer it is not our

Of the Effects of the Principles of

LAZE now fpeak of Adetallick: Bodies, which |

wer, Lead, Tin, Copper, and Iron. Therefore 


we fay, a Metal is a Mineral fulible Body, ex-|

Buta Aferal is (as we fayd) of a denfe Sub- 
france, and of moft ftrong and firm Compojits- 
on. And Metals have great affinity each with 
other, yet the perfect perfects not the dimi- 
nifhed, by its Commixtion.

Therefore, we © 
confider by the Work of Nature, and difcern, 
that Copper may be changed into Gold by 4r- 
tifice, For we fee in Copper Mines, acertain 
Water which flows out, and carries apes

thin Scales Of Copper, which ( by a continual 


and long continued Courfe ) it wafheth and 
cleanfeth. But after fiich Water ceafeth to 
flow, we find thefe thin Scales with the dry 
Sand, in three years time to be digefted with 
the Heat of the San; and among thefe Scales 


the purcit Gold is found. Therefore, We ‘judg, § 


thofe Scales were cleanfed by the benefit of 

the Water, but were equally digefted by heat 

of the Swx, in the Drynefs of the Sand, and fo 

brought to Egwality. Wherefore, imitating! 

Watare, as far as we can, we likewife alter; 
et in this we cannot follow Nature. 

Alfo Gold is of Afetals the moft precious, 
ald it igs the Tintture of Rednefs,; becaufe ir] 
tingeth and transforms every Body, Ic is cal- 
cined and diflolved without profit, and isa 
Medicine rejoycing, and conferving the Bod; 
In Youth. It is moft eafily broken with Afer- 
cary, and by the Odour of Lead. There is not 
any Body that in act more agrees with it ig 
Sabftance than ?upiter and Luna : but in Weight, 
Deafene/s, and Putrefcibility, Saturn, in Colos 
Venus; in Potency indced Venas is more next 
Luna Ben er and then Saturn: but laftly 
dZars. And this one of the Secrets of Nature, 
Likewife Spirits are commixed with it, and by 
it fixed, but not without very great Jngenxity, 
which comes not to an JAdrtificer of a ftulf neck.

LiAving premifed the Chapter of Sol, We

Therefore, We fay, 
Silver is a Merallick Body, White with pure 
Whitenefs, Clean, Hard, Sounding, very du- 
rable in the Cwpel, extenfible under the Ham- 
mer, and fufible.

Therefore Venus (as is declared ) in the pro- 
fundity of its Subftance, pretends to the Co- 
four and ‘Effence-of Gold, and it is hammered 
being heat red hot, as Sdver and Gold ‘is. 
Thetefore, Hence you may learn a Seéret : 
for it is the Adedinum of Sol and Luna, and 
tafily comes to convert its Nature to either ;

totally to corrupt, burn, blacken, and defile. 
And this, according to the Diverfity of 
the fame Spirits.

therefore it flirs not the more Gros. Hence it 


is manifeft, that Spiritrare cleanfed from their 
Earthine{s by Sublimation; which Terreftriety 
impeded Jngrefs, and alfo gave an impure 
Colour, But being fublimed, as Experience 
makes fufficiently manifeft to your Sighr, they 
are freed from that Jmpsrity. For you fee 
them more fjleadid, and more pervious, and 
more eafily to enter and penetrate the Denfi- 
ty of Bodies, and not to imprels afoul Colour, as 
efore. Alfo that dation may be taken a- 
way by Saélimzation, ismanilett by Experiment: 
for Arfaick, which before its Sublimation was 


evil, and prone to Aduftion, after its Sublima-

V ViHerefore We fay, Sablimation is the E- 
levation of a dry Thing by Fire, with 
adherency to its Veffel. But Sublimation is 


diverfly made, according to the Diverfity of 


Spirits to be fublimed. For the Sa#blimation o 
fome is made with ftrong Jgnition, of others 
with moderate, and of fome with a remifs 
heat of Fire, Therefore, when .A4r{nick or Sul- 
pour are to be fublimed, their Sublimation mutt 
neceffarily be made by remifS Fire: becaule 
they having their moft fubtile parts uniformly 
conjoyned with the Grofs, their whole Sw#- 


france. would afcend without any Pwrification ; 


yea, blackned and combuft, Therefore, that 
the .drtificer may feperate the unclean Earthy 
; Subjftance, 
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| Subftance, he hath a neceffity to find out the 


Difpofitsons of two Kinds, viz. the Proportion 
of the Fire, and Mandification with commixti- 
on of the Feces: becaufe Commixtion with 
the Feees, corsprehends the Grofs Parts, and 
holds them deprefled in the bottom of the 
Sublumatory, nov {uffering them to afcend. 
Whence alio it is neceflary, that the 4rti- 
ficer thoulu apply to his Sublimation a threefold 
Degree of Fire: One proportionate in fuch 
wite, that by ic may alcend only the dlrered, 
and more Clean, and more Lucid; until by 
this he manifeftly fee, thac they are cleanfed 
from their Earthy Feculency, The other De- 
gree is, that what is of the pure Effence of 
them remaining in the Feces, may be fublimed 
with greater force of Fire, viz. with /gnition 
of the Bottom: of the Vefel, and of the Feces 
therein, which*may be feen with the Eye. The 
third Degree of Fire is, thar unto the Seédls- 
mate without the Feces, a moft weak Fire 
be adminiicred, foO that fcarcely any thing 
of it may afcend, but that only which is the 
moft fubtile parr thercof, and which in our 
Work is of no value; becaufe it is a thing, by’ 
Mediation of which, Adxftion is made in Sul- 
phurs. o Sa : 
Therefore, the whole Jnrenti:n of Sublima- 
tien is, that the Earthine{s of the Sablimate 
heing removed by a due adminiftration of 
Fire, and likewife the moft fubule and fumous 
part of it, which brings ddujtion, with Cor- 
= ruption, 
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ruption, being caft away, to Us may be left 


that Part, which confilts in Equality, which 


makes fimple fufion upon the Fire, and with- 
out any dyffion flying from the Fire; with- 
out Jn tion thereof. That what is moft 
fubtile is 4daftive , is proved by moft evident 
Arjuments, For Fire converts to itsown Na- 
ture, every of thofe things, which is of affj- 
nity toit; becaufe it is of affinity to every a- 


duftible Thing, and to the fubtile aduftible, it E

‘Bi. the Probation of the Adminiftration-of

may the more profoundly be mixed: becaufe 
that Adatter, with which they are more unt- 
ted, is more potent in Retenfion Of the Feces 
of Spirits to be fublimed, than thaty with 
which they are not fo united. The Probation 


Bf this, is rational enough, and manifeft. But 


ithe Probation, that the Addition Of Feces is 
neceflary, is, becaufe Swlphur, or Ar{nick, to 


B be fublimed, if they be not conjoyned with 


the Feces of fome fixed Thing, would ne- 
ceflarily afcend with their whole S#éftance, 
not cleanfed. And they, who are exercifed 
"in Sublimation, do by Experience know, We fay 
true. Alfo the Probation, that the Adminiftra- 
tion of fuch Feces is neceflary ( with which 
Things to be fublimed may agree, and be uni- 
ted intimately) is, becaufe, if the Feces be 
fot permitted with them through tlicir leaft

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parts, then the fame happens, as if they had 
net Feces, viz. their whole Ejfence afcends with- 
out any Cleanfing, as they afcend with their 


whole Su#bfance, without Feces: therefore the 


fame muft likewife happen, in things fublinred 


from Feces, with which they are not united, | 


_ Hethat hath feen and known this, knows it 

to be true by Experience; becaufe, when he 
fublimed from a Thing extraneous to the Na- 
ture of Bodies, he fublimed in vain; fo that 
he found them in no wife purified after their 
fifcenfion, Buc when he fublimed with the Cals 
of any Body, then he fublimed well, and could 
with facility perfectly cleanfe, 


of the Calxes of Metals: for in them the Work 


Of Sublimation, is eafie, but in other Things! 


moft gifficule. Therefore, there is not any| 
thing, that may be fubftituted in their ftead.| 
ret we fay not, that S#élimsation is impoffible 
without the Calxes of Bodies; but that it is 
moit difficult, and of long tedious Labour, 


and delay even to Defperation. Neverthelefi, 
in this there is fome benefit; becaufe, what is 
fublimed without Feces, or without the Calxe 
of Bodies, is of greater Quantity, but with 
Feces of leffer.’ And further, what is calci- 
ned withthe Calxes of Bodies, is of leait fae 
fy but of cafieft and moft fpeedy Labour, 
Bur that which mych excufeth Us from ufing 
the Feces of Bodies, is every kind of Salr pre- 
pared, and of things like toit in Natere.

Therefore, the 
Intention of Feces is, thar they be adminiftred fh 
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to Us it is alfo poffible to make Sublimation 
wich them of a great Quantity; becaufe Se- 
vration Of things to be fublimed, from the 
Feces, is eafily made by Solution of the Salrs; 
which happens not in other Things. 

But the Preportion of Feces is, that it be e- 
qual to the Quwantizy of Things to be fubli- 
med. For in this, even a rude .4rtificer can- 
But an rtit of mean skill may put 


fimed, and that will be fufficient for him, if 
careful, not to err in his Work: becaufe to 
him that is well exercifed and expert, the leaft 
re of Feces is fufficient. For the lefs the 
Quantity of Feces is, of fo much the more and 
greater Exwb-ration, the Sublimate muft needs 
be; provided, that according to the Subftracti- 
on of Feczs, a Subftraction of Fire proporti- 
onal thereunto be made. Becaufeé in a {mall 
Quantity a mall Fire ferves for Perfeétion, in 
agreat, a great; and in a greater Qwantity, 
agreater Fire is required. : 


CHAP YY. 


Of Governing the Fire in Sublimaticn. 


UT becaufé Fire isnot a Thing which can 

be meafured, therefore it happens, that 
Error is often committed in it, when the Ope- 
vator 
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rater is not well skilled; as well by reafon¢ 
the Diverfity of Furnaces, and of Woods to ly 
burned, as of Veffels, and the Coaptation ( 

well joyning ) of them: about all which, ‘ti 
expedient the Artif? fhould be intently folic. 
tous. Wherefore we give you a Commy 
Rule: Firft, it is expedient to remove, frog 


things to be fublimed, the WWaterinefs onlye 
with a very {mall Fire; which being removed ® 
‘if any thing afcend by ir, then in the begin# 


ning this Fire muft not be augmented, thz 


the moft fubtile part may (by this moft weal, 
Fire) be feperated, and put afide, which if 
But when little of 


the Canfe of Aduftion, 
nothing fhall afcend ( which you may prov 


by putting a little Cotton-werk into the hol 
on the top of the lembeck,) augment thf 


Fire under it: and of how great vigour you 


Fire thould be, the Cotton-weik willfhew. Falf 
if little of the Sublimate come forth with if 
or it be clean; it argues your fire is {mall 
therefore muft be encreafed: but if much ani 
unclean, then it is too great, and muft bE 
Therefore, when you find thi 
Swblimate to come forth with the Werk clean,

and much, the Proportion of your Fire ij 


then found. And whether your Swblimare aril 
clean, or unclean, is known by the aforefaidg 
Sign. Foraccording tothe Quantity of Clean- 

as, or Uneleanne{s of the Sabl:matre, which the

may conclude of the neceffary proportion 
ol 
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of his Fire in the whole Sublimation. And by 
this means he will find out tne edification of 
the Fire, without any Fallacy. 

Yer the way of Feess is better, viz. to 
talte Scales of Iron, or Copper calcined. And 
thefe indeed, by reafon of the Privation of 
evil Humidity, do eafily imbibe Sulphur, or Arf- 
nick, and unite chem with themfelves. But the 
Method of this,the well experienced only know. 


CHAP. VI 


Of Errors about the Qitantity of Feces, 
asd the Dilpofition of the Furnace zs 
fubliming Sulphur and Arfnick, alfo 

of building the Furnace, and of ches-

feiiz Woods. 


Herefore it is expedient We fhould rectifie 

the 7adowment ot the Artificer in all Things, 
wherein he may happen to Erre through /:- 
novance , in Sublimation of thefe two Spirits. 
In order rowhich, Wefirft fay, that if he put 
in many Feees, and doth not proportionally 
angment the Fire, nothing of the Adatter to 
be fublimcd will aftend. Bur how he fhould 
know that, is already fifficiently declared. 
And if he put ina finall Duautity of Feces, OF 
none of the Calx of Bodies, then (if he find 


not his Prapartios of Fire) what is feblimed will 
afcend 
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afcend with its whole Swbftauce. Of Knowitig 
this likewife I fhewed a fufficient way. 

Soin like manner, by reafon of the Fur- 
nace he may happento Erre. Fora great Far- 
nace gives a great Meat of Fire, and a {mall 
Furnace {imall ; if the Woods for Fewel, and Venr- 
holes for Air, be alf> proportionate, There- 
fore if he put a great Duantity of Matter tobe 
fublimed in afmall Furnace, he thall sot be able 
to give fufficient Fire of El.vation: and if a 
{mall Qyantity ina great Furnace, he will cx- 
terminate the Sublimation by excels of Hear, 
Solikewife, a thick Furnace: give: « condenfate 
and {trong Firz; buta thin Farnace, arare and 
weak Fire: in both which he may likewile 
Erre, So allo, a Furnace with large Ventholes, 
gives both a clear and ftrong Fire; but with 
narrow and {mall Venrholes, a weak Fire. So 
if the diftance of fpace, between the Furnace 
and Veffel fet in, be large, the Furnace then 
givesagreat Fire; but it finall, a lefs. Inall 
which the .4rtift may exceedingly Erre. 

_ Therefore, the Reétificatism of thefe Errors 
is, that the drt? build his Furnace , accor- 
ding to the Jntention of {uch a Fire, as he 


fhould have, Viz. Thick, with free Ventholes, | 


and with a good diftance of the Veffl from the 
fides of the Farnace, if he intend to have a 
great Fire: butif a mean Fire, in all thefe 
Tings he mult finda mean Proportion; andit 
a weak Fire, the fame Propsrtionin them. All 
thefe Proportions, We will teach you to find ,

with the true Preparation, and determinate 


JExperience. Therefore, if you would elevate 


agreat Quantity of Matter to be Sublimed ; 
firft be provided with a Swblimatory of fuch a 
Capacity , that it may contain your Aarter to 
be elevated the height of one hands breadth 
above the Bottom. To this, fit your Furnace 
fo, asthe .dlndel (or Sublimatory) may bere- 
ceived into it, with the diftance of two Fin- 
gers round about the Walls, or fides of the 


B Furnace ; which being made, to it alfo make 


ten Ventholes in one Proportion, equally diftanr, 
that there may be one Eqaality of Fire to all 
Partsthereof. Then fet a Bar of Jrominto the 
Farnace tranfverfe , and fafthed at each end to 
the fides of the Farnace; which Bar muft be 
diftant from the Bottom of the Furnace , as far 
as to the Extenfion of one Hand with its Thamoé , 
and about the thicknefs of one Finger above 
it, muft te Sablimatory be firmly placed ; and 
inclofed round about to the Farnate, which the 
following Defcriprion demonftrates.

CHAP. VIL 


Of what Matter, and in what Form the 
Veffel Aludel (or Sublimatory ) és to

Ut the Intention of the Veffel Aludel is, that

Matter is not fufficient, unlefs it be thick; 

and of like Swbftance with Glas. Becaufe Glafs

But he that can better contrive

etin this Wehave a fpecial Jntention, viz.

For 
feeing it is the Property of Fumes to Afcend, 
not to Defcend, by this We find the Spirits not

CHAP. VIIL 


Of the Sublimation of Mercury and Ate 
gentvive. . 


NN Ow We will determine the whole Jnten- 

tion Of Sublimation of Argentvive. This 
Work is compleated, when its Terreftreity is 
highly purified, and its guofty wholly re- 
moved. For We are excufed from the labour 
of removing its ddujtion, becaufe it hath none. 
Therefore We fay , that the Jnzenuity of fe- 
perating its fuperfluous Earth,” is to mix it 
with Thiazs wherewith it hath not affiniry , 
anc often to reiterate the Sublimation of it from 
them. Of this kind, is Talk, and the Calx 
Of Eze-foells , andof White Adarble. Likewile 


tion, COTTUpt it. 
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alfo Glafs moft fubrily beaten, and every kind 
of Sale prepared. For by thefe it is cleanfed , 
but by other oe ,» having affinity with it 
(unlefs they be Bodies of Perfeétion) it is rather 
corrupted; becaufe all fich Thinss havea Sal- 
phureity , which, afcending with itin Swélima- 
And this you find true by 
Experience, becaufe , when you fublime it 
from Timor Lead, you find it (after Sablima- 
tion) infected with Blacknz/s. Therefore its 
Sublimation is better made by thofe Things , 
which <¢ree not with it ; butit would be bet- 
ter, by Tangs, with which icdoth agree, if 
they had not Salphwreity. Wherefore, this $ab- 
limation is better madefrom Ce/x than from all 
other Things; becaufe that agrees little with 
it, and hath not Swlphureiry, — 

But the way of removing its fuperfluous .4- 
quofity, is, thatwhenitis mixed with Calves, 
from which it is to be fublimed, it be well 
ground and commixed with them by Jmsdibition, 
until nothing of it appear, and afterward the

tle heat of Fire; which receding, the guo-~ 


| fityof .drgen:vive recedes withit, Yet the Fire 


muft be fo very gentle, asthat by it the whole 
Subftance of Jdreentviv: afcend not.

Or afterward, fix part 
f it; as fhall exprefly be taught you in the 
following : And when you have fixed it, then 
reiterate Swblimation of the Part remaining, 
that it may be likewife fixed, | 
Being fixed, referveicr; but firft prove it 
upon Fire. If it flow well, then you have ad- 
miniftred fufficient Swhlinsation, but if not,add 
to it fome fimall part of drgenrvive fublimed, 
and reiterate the Swblimation , till your end be 
anfwered; for if it hath alucid and moft white 
Celour , and be porous, than you have well 
fublimed it, if not, not. 
Preparation of it made by S#blimation be not 
negligent; becaufe fuch as its Adundation (or

Yet 
here note, that Some have by it formed Jron ,

Of Sublimation of Marchafite. 


Herefore, the fumof the Jntention of Sub- 


limation of Argentvive , being iufficient-— 


lydeclared, We now come to the Swblimation 
of Marchafite ; of which.there are two ways. 
One is performed without J:mition, the other 
with Jgmition; andthatis, becaufe it hath a 
twofold Subjtance: viz, One Sulphur, pure in 
its nature ; the other drgentvive, mortified. 
The firft is profitable, as Swlphar, the fecond 
profitable, as drgenrvive mortified, and mode- 
rately prepared. Therefore We take thislaft, 
becaufe by it We are excufed from the former 

Argentvive, and the labour of mortifying it. 
The intire Way of Sublimation of this Sub- 
jet is, that itbe ground to Powder, and fut 
into an Alwdel , and its Swlphwr Sublimed 
without Jgnition ; always , and that very of- 
ten, removing whatis Swblimed, for the afore- 
faid Reafon; and afterward augmenting the force 
of Fire, unto Ignition of the dludel. And 
the firft Ssblimation of Marchafite muft be 
made in a Veff:! of Sublimation , and fo long 
continued, as until the S«lphur be feparated ; 
the Procefs being fucceflively, and orderly con- 
tinued , until it is manifeft, that what was 
In 
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init of Sulphur, beall pafled out. Which may 
be proved by thefe manifelt Experiments. For 
when its whole Sa/pbur fhall be elevated , you 
will fee the Colawr thereof changed into mak 
White, mixt withavery clear, pleafant, and 
Celeftine Colour : Alfo you will otherwife prove 
this, becaufe what fhall be of the Mature of 
Suipbur will burn and give a Flame, as Sul- 
poser. But what fhall be fecondly Sublimed,

CHAP XX. 
Of the Veffel, in which Marchafite may 
rightly be Sublimed.

is beft fublimed. Therefore the Bottom mutt 
be conjoyned with its Vefel, with very firm 
and tenacious Lating, and the Marchajite 
fpread upon (or within) that Bottom; and 
en the Alembeck fet upon the Superior Part: 
and fo placed in a Furnace, of which the pro- 
perty is to give a ftrong Fire, viz. of Fujios 
of Silver, or Copper, which in the Sam of our 
Work, where we fhall declare the Diverfiries 
of all Jn/traments, We fufiiciently defcribe to 
you. And this being done, you muft furround 
the top of your Furnace with an Hoop orRing of 
Iron flac, having a hole in its middle, proportio- 


Bnate to the Afazaitude of the Vefel; that the 
BV cgel may-ftand faft within ic. 


Then lute 
the funétwres in the Circwit of the Veffel and 
the Furnace, leaft the Fire pailing out there, 
‘be an hindrance to the adherency of your S#é- 
limation , leaving only four {mall Windows, or 
Doors, that may be opened and fhut in the 
Flat-Ring or Hoop aforefaid, through which 
Coals may be put in round about the Sides of 
the Furnace. Likewife four other holes muft 
be left under them, and between their Spaces, 
for the putting in of Coals; and fix or eight

Sides of which are to the height of two Cw- 
bits; and in the midf whereof is a round 
Grate or Wheel bored full of very many fmall

For 
the free and ample admiffion of the dir 
through the Inferior Holes, is one Caufe of great 
Isnition by the Furnace. Therefore be exerci- 
fed therein, and you will find out the Seerer. 
But the Canfe of fo great Length of the Vefel, 
is, that a great part of it may ftand up, and 
be extended beyond the Fire, and be kept cool, 
that the Fames of the Sublimate afcending 
may find a Place of cooling, and adhere; 
and not find a way of Flight, and be exter- 
minated, This he well knows, who hath fub- 
limed in fhort Swblimatories, wherein he found 
nothing of the Ssblimate ; becaule, by reafon 
of the Shortnefs of his Vefzl, the Fire was e- 
qual in heat through the whole of the fame. 
Therefore, the Afatrer to be fublimed, always

food converted into the Sabftance of Fame, and 
sould not any where adhere, but gradually 
sanifh through the Pores of the Veffel. 

Wherefore, in fubliming all Things, the Vefed 


muft the greater part of it be extended high 
above the Fire, that the fame extended Pare 


may ferve for a Refrigerarory, But the Canfe 
of Vitrification, or Glazing the Veffel, is, that 
the afcending Fumes , in the place of their 
Afcenfion, may not find the Sides of the Aludel 
ous, and penetrating them, take their Flight. 
herefore the Place of their A{cenfion is vitri- 
fied, that the Way of their Flight may be ftop- 
ped. But the Bottom of the Veffel is not Gla- 
ued, becaufe it ftands in the Fire, which would 
melt its Vstrification; and that melting, both 


the Bottom it felf, and Afatter to be fubli- 
med, would alfo be melted, and turned into 


Glafs. For the Property of Glas is to over- 
come all Things, and convert them to it felf 
Therefore, all thefe Things, and their Camfes, 
being confidered, Let your Fire be continued 
under the Veffel, until you be aflured by in- 
fallible Experience, the whole is afcended.: 
The Experiment of this is, the putting in a Rod 
of Earth well burned ( having a {mall hole 
in the end, reaching almoft to the middle 
thereof, and anfwering to the quantity of 
the little Finger ) nigh the Afatter of which 
And if any thing 
afcending adhere to the hole, the Whole is not 
fublimed ; byt if not, then the cannes

"ST He Intention of the Sublimation of Magn: 
“ fia and Txtia, is the fame with the Jute» 
tion Of the laft Sublimation of Marchafite. Fo 
all thefe cannot be fublimed without Ignition 
Therefore they all have one Intention, with 
the fame Canfes, and the fame Experiences; and 
that hath one General Order, Becaufe it ne- 
ceffarily happens, that whatfoever are {ubli- 
med with Jguition, muft be fublimed without 
Feces; for in themfelves they have enough, 
yea, too much Feces: the fign of which is 
the difficulcy of their Sablimation, 

Likewife all Bodies diminifhed from Perfe 
étion, are fublimed in the fame Order, and no 
difference of diverfiry is, unlef$ that in Bo- 


des the Fire of Sublimation mutt be more ve-§ 


hement, than in Adegnefia, Alarchafite, and 


datia. And fo likewife, Bodies, in their Sub- 


fimations, are not diverfified, except that fome

But there is one fpe- 
cial Conjideration , by Experience found good 
in the Sublimation of Bodies; andthat is, that 
no great Qxantityof the Body to be fublimed, 
be at once put into the Bottom of the Veffel ;

Of Calcination , as well of Bodies as of 


Spirits, with its Caufes and Methods, 
A Fter the Warration of Diftillation, We 


proceed to Difcourfe of Calcination. 


Calcination is the Pulverization of a Thing by 
Fire, through Privationof the Humidity con- 


folidating the Parts. The Caufe of the Jnven- 


tion of it is, that the aduftive, corrupting and 
defiling Swlphsreity, may be abolifhed by Fire, 
Yet ie is diverfified, according tothe Diver-| 


fity of Things to be Calcined. For Bodies are} 


Calcined, and Spirits are Calcined; yea, o- 


ther Things alfo extraneous from the natureof § 


thefe ; yet with adiverfe Jntention. And fee- 
ingthere are imperfect Bodies of two kinds; 
wix.. Hard, as Venus and Afars, and Soft, as 7w- 
piterand Satzrn; all which are Calcined : there 
was a neceffity of Calcining them with a di- 
vers Intention, viz. Generaland Special. They 
are all Calcined with one general Intention; 
which is, that their corrupting and defiling 


Sulphureity may be abolifhed by Fire. For fof 


every aduftive Sulphureity, which could not 
be removed without Ca/cination , is burnt 2- 
way from every thing whatfoever. And be- 
¢aule the Body it (elf is Olid, and by reafon 
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of that folidity , the occult Swipharcity con- 
cealed within the Continuity of the Swbffance 


lof Argentvive , is defended from Adx/tion « 
therefore it was neceflary to feparate the 


Continuity thereof, that the Fsre freely come- 
ing to every of its leaft Parts, might burn 
the Sulpbureity from it, and the Continuity of 
Argentviveinthe Body; notdefendit, = 

ikewife , the common Intention in it, 
is Depwration of the Earthine{s = For it is 
found, that Bodies are cleanfed by reitera- 
ted Calcination and Reduftion ; as We thall thew 
in the following. 

Special Ctiuatien is of foft Bodies, and 
with thefé two Intentions, that through it 
there may be an Jntentien Of hardning and 
firing ; which is attained to by an Jgmitious 
Repetition of Calcination upon them; o which 
itis expedient We fhould Difcourfe , in the 
follwing Treatife, For We find that they 
are manifeftly hardned by that Jngenaity, 

But the Cawfe of the Inventionof the Cal- 
cination Of Spirits, is, that they may the bet~ 
ter be fixed, and be the more eafily diffolved 
into Water. Becaufe every kind of ee 
Calcined is more fixed than the not Cal- 
cined, and of eafier Solwtion ; and becaufe. 
the Partsof the Calcinate more fubtiliated by 


Fire, are more eafily mixed with Waters, and 
turned into Water, And this you will find fo 
to be, if you be experienced. The Calcinati~ 

onof other Things , is fubfervient to the Bxt 
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ency Of the Preparation of Spirits and Bodies 
fr which tringaiee We fheall {peak more at 
large in the following. But any of thefe Things, 
or fuch as thefe, is notof Perf-ii-n, 
Therefore the way or Adethod of Calcinati- 


on is diverfe, by reafon of the Diverfity off 


things to be calcined. For Bodies are other- 
wife calcined, than Spirits, or other Thingy, 
And Bodies diverfe each from other , are 
likewife diverfly calcined. For foft Bodie 
have one General way, according to the Jn- 
tention Of Calcination, viz, that both may be 
calcined by Fire only ; and by the Acuity of 
Salt prepared or not prepared, both likewife, 
Therefore, the firft Calcination by Fire only, 
is thus prepared: You muft have a Veffel of 
fron or Earth, formed after the fimilitude of 
a Porrinzer, the ftructure of which muft be 
very firm, and fitted to the Furnace of Calci- 
nation, in fuch wife, that under ict the Coal; 
may be caft in and blowed, Thefe being thus 
ordered, you muft caft in Lead or Tin into 
your Vefel, which muft be firmly fet upon a 
Trivet Of Jren, or on three Stone-Columes, and 
likewife furely faftned to the Walls of its 
Furnace, with three or four Stones fet in {tiff 


between the Faruace-fides and the Vefel, that | 


it may not be ftirred. The Fizwre of the 
Furnace muft be the fame with the Form of the 
Fureace of great Ignition, of which mention is 
made above, and fhall more fully be decla- 
fed in the Following. Therefore in that Far- 

nace 
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gace kindle Fire under your Peffel of Sabli+ 
mation, fufficient for Fajion of the Body to 
be calcined. And when the Body fhall, by 
heat of Fire, contract a Bleck skin upon it, 
ather that off from it by a Sice, or other 
fc Inftrument of Iron or Stone , that will not 
ermit it 1élf ro be burne to the Jxfeétion of 
the Calx. This drawing off, or taking off 
the Skin, mutt f© long be continued, as until 
the whole Bedy be con.erted to Powder, If 
it be Satwrn, a greater Fire muft be admini- 
ftred, until the Calx be changed into a Colour 
moft yellow or red. If it be fupirer, it muft 
likewifé be expofed and continued in the Fore, 
until the Calx be changed into compleat White- 
nefs. 

Net in this We would have the rtificer to 
be well advifed, that Saturn is eafily reduced 
from its Calx; but Jupiter moft difficulty. 
Therefore, lec him be careful, that he err not 
in expofing Satern, after its firft Pulverization 
to too great a Fire, and fo reduce the Calx 
into Body, before itisperfected. Forheneeds 
Temperance of tire, and that leifurely aug- 
mented by degrees, with Castion, until it be 
contirmed in its Calx; proving not fo eafily 
reducible, that a greater Fire may be admi~ 
niftred to it, for compleatly perfecting its 
Calx. Likewife, he muft be careful, that he 
err not in ?upiter, by reafon of its difficult

The Experience of this is manifett, 
becaufe Plates of a" expofed to Ignition, 
yield a Sulphureeus Flame, and caufe pulveri- 
zable Scales in their Swperficies, And that 
therefore is, becauft from the Parts morenigh,

The Gaufe of the Invention of this, was the

Thing which is diffolved, muft neceffarily 
have the Nature of Salt, or of Allom, or of 
their like. And the Nature of them is, that 
they give Fafon before their FVitrification. 


| Therefore Spirits diffolved will likewife give 


like Fafon, And fince they in theirown Na- 
twre, agree with Bodies, and each with other, 
Fufiow being acquired, they muft by that ne- 
ceflarily penetrate fodies , and penetrating 
tranfmute the fame. But they neither pene- 
trate, nor tranfmute, without our Adagiftery, 
which is this, wz. that after Solwtien and Co- 
agulation of the Body, to it be adminiftred 
fome one of the Spirits purified, not fixed;

But a Spirit only purified, more pre- 
ferves thana Spirit purified, calcined, and dif= 
folved: therefore there is a neceflity of mix- 
ing fuch a Spire with the Body, For from 
thefe refults good Fujion, and Jngrefs, and firm 
Fixation. ; 

But“We are able to prove, by the Works of 


Nature, that Things only holding the Natare 
of Salts, Afloms, and the like, are Soluble, 


For confidering, We find in all her Works no 
other things to be diffolved, but them. There- 


fore, whatfoever are diffolved, they muft ne-| 


ceffarily be difflolved by their Nature. Yet, 
becaufe We fee all Things truly calcined, to 
be diflolved, by Reiteration of Calcination, and 
Solution ; therefore, We by that prove, that 
all Calcinates approach tothe Wature of Salts, 
and .4#oms, therefore muft neceflarily be them- 
felves attended with thofe properties. But 
the way of Solstion is twofold, viz, by hot 
Dang, and by boyling or hot Water.

., For they calcined Sw/pber, although. not’ 
much , fo thacit had neither Faffon nor Jnfla- 
mation, But that, mutt neceflarily happen by: 
Divifion; becaule: Sulphur remaining in. its 
Napural Commixtion muft unavoidably be ‘in- 
flamed and banned: Therefore by the Divifios 
of divers Swb/Fanges in it, *tisapparent, “tha 
(in the fame Artifice) the more inflamable part 
of it, is feparated from the Parts nor inflama- 
ble. Forif,ic,be pollible , by Calcination, to. 
come to the Removal of all Inflamable Parts 
Ser they -muft neceffarily confefs , .frohy

¢anfe this depends on moft fubtile Artiftce’, 
they thought it to be impoflible. There- 
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Therefore, from the above prefnifed , it is 
vvident, that Sw/pbur is not of the Verity of 
jor 4rt, but a part thereof. --And We have 
now brought you to the Knowledge of the 
Anifice, by which it is poflible to come to 
the Diwifion thereof. But in Arfnick, becaufe 
in the Radix of its Adimera , by the Affion of 
Natere, many inflamable parts of it are re- 
flved , therefore the 4r:ifice of its Separati-= 
wis eafie, Yet that isthe Tindlure of Whitenefs, 
but Sulphur of Rednefs. Therefore it ts need- 
fil, that great Castion fhould be ufed in the

But becaufe We are 
that to acquire a twofold Perfeétion, viz, Ty 
make a Medicine, and toperfectit; there 
We muft neceflarily prepare the fame by 
Degree of a twofold Mundation; for t 
Cleanfings of Aercury are neceflary. One, 
Sublimation for the Medicine, and this is | 
fhewed ; and the other, by a Lavament for Cos 
ulation ; and that alfo fhall be fhewed. For 
if We would create Medicine of it, then ther 
is a neceflity to cleanfe it from the Fer 
lency of its Earthine{s by Sublimation; leatt | 
create a Livid Colowr in Projection: and a 
to remove its Fugitive Waterine/s , leat i 
make the whole Medicine Fugstive in Projcétion; 
and to keep fafe the middle S#d/fance thereof 
for Medicine : Of which the property is 
to be burned , and to defend from Combajlin 
and not to flie it felf; and alfo tomake fixed 
Therefore We prove that to be a Perfetti, 
by many Experiences. For We fee drgentom 
more .nearly to adhere to <drgentvive , ani 
to be more beloved by the fame; burt nextw 
it is Gold, andafter that Silver. 
Wherefore, hence it follows, that Aryew- 
vive is more friendly to its own Natw#re: but 
We fee other Bodies not to have fo great Cw 
formity to it, and therefore We in very ded 
find them lefSto partake of the Natare there- 
of. And whatfoever Bodies We fee more.t0 
defend from Adujtion, thofe We confiderao 
poffefs more the Watare of it. Therefore ‘ts 
manifel 
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manifelt, that Argentvive isthe Perfedtive and 
Salvative Of 4duftion, which is che the Uée- 
mate Of Perfection. 
But the Second Degree of Mundation, is for 
its Coagulation. And the wafhing away of its 
Earthine(s for one Day only , is fufficient for 
it, The Afethod of which Wajfbing is this : 
Take an Earthen Difb , ‘and into it put your 
Argentvive , upon which pour only fo much 
of moft ftrong Vinegar, or any other like 
Thinz, as willbe fufficient to cover it. Then 
fet the Difoover a gentle Fire, that the whole 
may be warm and not too hot; and ftir it 
continually with your Fingers on the Bottom 
of the Dijb, that the Argenstvive may be di- 
rided in the likenefs of a fubtile white Pow- 
der, until the whole /inegar be evaporated , 
andthe Adcrcury revived. After you fee the 
Vinegar to come off feculent and black , catt 
that away, and wafhthe Afercary with frefh 
Vinegar ; repeating this Wefbing, until you fee 
the Colour of its Earthinefs to be perfectly 
changed into a clear Colcwr, mixt with a 
white and coeleftine Colowr , which is a fign 
of perfect Wajhing. Therefore when it comes 
‘tothat, projectupon it the Medicine of Coa- 
wlation, andit will be Coagulated into aSo- 
Hick. or Lunifick, according as the Medicine 
was prepared ; the Narration of which We 
fet down in the following. From what is now 
Mentioned , “tis manifeft, that Argentvive is

Alfo, you may manifeftly prove by the fame 
Experiences, that Adagucfia hath a more tur- 
bid Sulphur , and an ./rgentvive more earthy 
and feculent; and that the fame Swulpher is 
fikewife more fixed , andlefsinflamable: and 
itis More approximate to the Watwre of Afars. 
But Twtia is the fumeof White Bodses ; and this 
sevidenced by manifeit ProSation. For the

likewife is it in Sulphur and its Compeer. There. 
fore in thefeé it is not poffible Naturally to fol. 
low Natwre, but by Our Natural Artifice.

Aarchafite, Mar- 
nefia, and Tutia, making great Jmpreffion it 
Bodies. Therefore, what they are, with their 
Probations, We fhall thew in the prefent Chap, 
Marchafite hath in its Creation a two fold Sub

Gold. But if the Sulphur be clean, fixed, white 
and clear, which falls upon the Swbfance of 
Argentvive, pure Silver is made, if in Quan- 
tity it exceed not: yet this hath a Parity fhort 
of the Parity of Gold, and a more grofs Jn- 
{piffation than Gold hath, The Sign of which, 
is, that its Parts are not fo condenfed, as thae 
it can be equal in Weight to Gold; nor hath 
it fo fixed a Swbffance as that: the Sign of 
this is, its Diwsinution in Fire, and the Sul- 
of ir; which is neither fixed, nor incom- 
ftible, is the Casfe of that Diminution. But

Bo if fixed earthy S#lphbwr be commixt 
L3 with fixed earthy s4rgentvive, and both 
thefe be not pure, but of a livid MWhitene/s, 
the Quantity of the Superancy of which, is Sut- 
pour highly fixed, of thefe “Jr:m is made: be- 
caufe the Superamcy of fixed Sxlpbar prohi- 
bits Fufion. Therefore, hence *cis manifeft, 
that Selpbar, by the work of Fixation, more 
{wiftly deftroys the eafinefs of Liguefaétion, 
than Arzentvive, But We fee Sulphwr not fix- 
ed, fooner to melt than rgentvive. By thefe 
is manifefted the Caufe of SwiftnefS and Slow- 


more of fixed Sulphur, more flowly admits of 
Fafion, shan what partakes of burning Sulphur, 
which more eafily and fooner flows: and 
this is clearly enough already declared by Us. 
But that the fixed Su/pher makes flower Fuf- 
on, is evident by this, viz. that it is never fix- 
ed, unlefs it be calcined, and no Calcinate 
gives Fafion: therefore in all a it mutt

Alfo, by 
the fucceffive Sublimation of it often repeated, 
it is fixed likewife, and not changed into 
Earth, but gives Afetallickh Fufion. This is ma- 
nifeft to, and proved by Him, who hath ex- 
perienced both Fixations thereof, even to the 
| Confummation of the Work ; by hafty Preci- 
pitation, and alfo by the flow, with continually 
repeated Sablimations, For he faw, and found 
it fo, as he faw it written by Us. And this 
therefore is, becaufe it hath a vilCious and 
denfe Subftance: the Sign of which is, the 
Grinding of it, by imbibition and mixtion, 
with other Things. For Vifcofity is manifeft- 
ly perceived in it, by, the much adherency 
thereof. That it hath a denfe Swéftance, he 
that hath but one eye may manifeftly fee by 
its afpect, and by poyfing the immenfe weight 
thereof. For it, whilft it is in its own Na- 
ture , excels Gold in weight; and it is of a 
moft {trong Comspofition, asis declared. There- 
fore, hence it is manifeft, that it may be fixed 
| _ without 
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without Confumption of its Humidity, and 
without Converfion of it into Earth, For, by 
reafon of the good adherency of Parts , and 
the fortitude of its Adixtion, if the parts of it be 
in any wife infpiflace by Fire, 1t permits it 
felf no further to be corrupted, nor fuffers it 
felf (by the ingrefs of a furious Flame into it) 
to be elevated into Fume: becaufe it admits 
not rarefaction of it felf, by reafon of itsDen- 


firy, and want of 4duftion; which is made by | 


combuttible Swlphareity, which it hath not. 
Therefore, by what is mentioned, is found 
( with an indubitate Jnvrntion’) the worder- 
ful double Kind of two Secrets, viz. one, the 
Caufes of Corruption of every of the Aderals by 
Fire ; one of which is the Jnclufion of a burn- 
ing Swlpbureity in the profundity of their Saé- 
ftance, diminifhing them by Jnflamation, and

For you fee every Thing, by the Action of 
leat changed into Earth, with eafe to be dif. 
folved, and reduced to the Nature of Water, 
This happens by Reafon of the Subtiliation of 
the parts by Fire. Therefore a Thing more 
fubtile in its proper Nature, reduced to this 
Earthy Nature, is more fubtiliated thereby ; 
becaufe it is more diffolved ; fo thar, what 
are of a moft fubtile Nature, are molt and 
beft diffolved and fubtiliated.

But the Blackue/s jn either of thefe two Fe- 
dies, created by Fire, is by reafon of the Swl- 
phar not fixed, which is concluded in them: 
much indeed in Venws, but little in Afgars, and 
it approacheth nigh to the Nat#re of fixed 
Sulphur. Therefore, ’tis not poffible, that fuch 
an Impreffion fhould be eafily removed from 
Mars. Hence it is now evident, that Fafon 
is made from Sulphwr not fixed, and alfo =< 
on is helped thereby ; but Fajen is not made 
from fixed Swiphwr, being rather impeded by 
thefame. There is no neceflity tothink, that 
Fufion is not made, and that Fujion is impeded 
by fixed .drgentvive, This he knows to be 

, certainly 
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certainly true, who, by no .4rt of Fufion could 
make Sulphur to flow, after its Fixation : but 
having fixed Argentvive, by frequently repeat- 
ing the Swblimation thereof, found it apt to 
admit good Fujon. tis 

Hence therefore it is manifeft, that thofe 
Bodies are of greater Perfettion, which con- 
tain more of Argentvive; but what con- 
tain lef, of lefs Perfection, Therefore ftudy 
in all your Works, that Argentvive may 
excel in the Commixtion. And if you can per- 
fect by .Argentvive only, you will be the 
Searcher out of a moft precious Perfeétion; 
and of the Perfe&ion of that, which overcomes 
the Work of Natare. For you may cleanfe 
it moft inwardly, to which AMundification Na- 
tare Cannot reach. But the Probation of this, 
viz, that thofé Bodies, which contain a greater 
Quantity of Argentvive,are of greater Perfection, 
istheir cafe Reception of Argentviv:. For We fee 
Bodies of Perfettion amicably to embrace Ar- 
genrvive, — 

Therefore from the precedent Difcourfe *tis 
evident, that in Bedjes there is a twofold Sul-.

Another way of purifying thefe, b 
thus : 

Let thefe two Bodies be very fubtily filed; 
and with thefe Filings, Alloms, Salts , and 
Glufs mixed , and then reducedinto Body. Ani 
this Labosr repeated fooften, as until they & 
well cleanfed. Alfo, they are cleanfed bya 
Lavam:nt with Argentvive, the Way of which 
We have given. cLikewile, thefe Bod es are 
cleanfed , by reiteration of their Calcinatin 
and RedsGion , with fufficient Fire , until they 
appear more clean. For, by this Afundifica 
tion, thefe Bodies diminifhed from Perfedtus, 
are freed from a twofold corrupting Swdftance 
one being inflamable and fugitive , buc the 
ther an carthy Feewlescy. And that therefore 
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is, becaufe the Fire elevates and confimes 
every fugitive Su5/tance : and the fare Fire 
likewife, in the way of Redsfiion , divides 
every Swbjtance of Earth, with its [roportson. 
This Proportiox We have made mention of in 
Our other Volume (Intituled Of t/¢ inveffigats- 
m of Perfeétion) which according to Crdcr 
precedes this Book, For in that, We writ 
whatfoever We had fearched out, according 
to the Reafon of Our own Afnd; but here , 
what We have feen and handled, We have 
compleatly determined, according to the 


Order of Science. 


Alfo, thefe Bedies are cleanfed by Solution 
of their Swéftance (the way of which We 
have already declared) and by Redsétionof 
that likewife , which is diflolved from them. 
For that Solwtien reduced, is found more 
dean and more perfect, in this fame way of 
Pr.paration,than in any other kind of Preparation 
whatfoever.

. Therefore, feeing the Differencies of Per- 
fettion are five, it is manifeft, that there is a 
neceflity, the Adedicine of our Magiftery thould 
cela thefe Differencies in Projettion, By 
is, it 1S apparent, from what Things o 
Medicine thould be extracted. For it ult be 
prepared of thofe Things, which nearly ad- 
Joyned to Bodies, readily alter, and amica- 
ble adhere to themin their profundity.

| N. OW it remains, that We determinately 


defcribe the Subftance thereof, and the 
Differencies of the Properties of the Subflance. 
And feeing We found it not to change, with- 
out the Adminiftration of dltcration of its Na- 
ture, We alfo found that it ought neceffarily 
to be prepared; becaufe it cannot be mixed 
in the profundity of Bed'es, without the Afe- 
thed of its Preparation. Which is, that the 
Subftance of it be made fuch, as it may be 
permixed in the profundity, even to the pro- 
fundity of the Body alterable, without S¢pa- 
vation for ever. But this cannot be effected, 
unlefS it be very much fubtiliated, with cer- 
rain and determinate Preparation mentioned in 
the Chapter of Sublimation. Likewile, its [m- 
reffion cannot be permanent, unlefs it be fix- 
ed; nor can it illuftrace, unlefs its moft fplen- 
did Sabftance be extraéted from it, with the 
Ingenuity of its Afethod, and Way of Cperati- 
on, by congruous Fire. Alfo this Aicdicine 
cannot have perfect Fufion, unlefs great Ca#- 
tion be ufed in its Fixation, that it may [ef- 
ten 
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ten hard Bodies, and harden the foft. For it 
is only fuch, when a fufficiency of its Hy- 
midity is preferved, proportionate to the Exi- 
gency of that Faffon which is foughe. | 
_- Therefore, by the fore-going, ’tis evident, 
that fich a Preparation fhould be adminiftred 
to it, as by which., of it may be created a 
moft fulgent and purely clean Sabjtance. Then 
it muft be fixed, but with very great Cauti- 
on, wiz. the. Arrifcer muft be fo well. skilled 
in the Adminiftration of Fire, in the Way of 
its Fixation, that he may only fo far remove 
the Humidity, as fhall be fufficiene for com- 


pleating perfect Fujfion. The way of effedct- | 


‘ing this, is thus: If you would by this Azedi- 
cine mollifie Bod'es hard of Fajion, in the be-

you would lave it harden foft Bodies , its 
Fire muit be vehement, For fiich Five is Con- 
famptive of Humidity, and hindring Fajion.

A Medicine of the fecond Crdzr, I call eve- 
ty freparation, which, when ic is projected 
upon Bedies diminifhed from Perfection, alters 
them, to fome Difference: of Complzatment, al- 
together leaving the orher Differenases of Cor- 
ruplion; asis the Calcination of Budies , by 
which all that is fugitive is burnt away, And 
of this kind is a Adedicine colouring L wna per- 
petually yellow, or perpetually dealbating 
Wcnus, leaving other Differencies of Corruption 
In them. | 

A Afed cine of the third Ord-r I call every 
Preparaticn, which, when it comes to Bodies 
With its projection, takes away all Corrup- 
tion, and perfects them with the Difftrence of 
all Compl:atment. But this isone only. And 
therefore, by it, We are excufed from the 
Labours of the Juvention of ten Adedicines of 
the fecond Ord:r. 

Therefore the Work of the firft Order ig 
called the Lefir,; the Work of the fecond, 
the Adidale ; but of the third, the Great:r 
Work. And this Dif-rence of all Adcdicines is

ASS to our Promife, We intend-to 
declare the Differencies of all Afedicines 
of a determinate Order ( feeing there is one 
Medicine Of Bodies, and another of .drgent- 
tive: and of Bodies, one is of the firft Order, 
another of: the fecond, and another of the 
third ; and fo of Argentvive likewife ) firft; of 
the firft ; then of the fecond; and laftly, of the 
third Order. And We willin a compleat fpeech; 
and congruous Order, firft fpeak of the 4fe- 
icine Of Bodies, but afterward Of drgentuive, 
Therefore, touching the Afedicime of Bodies, 
ofthe firft Order, We fay, there is one of hard 
Bodies, another of the foft. Of hard Bodies, 
one is Of Veriaé, another of Afars, another of 
Lund. That of Venus and Mars is the pure 
Dealbation of their Sabftance; but Luna, the 
Rubification of it, with Citrinity of a pleafing 
Brightwe(s. For Rubification with apparent 
Brightnes is not given to Venus and Mars, by 
Medicige of the firft Order; becaufe they be- 
ing totally unclean, are unapt to receive the

Therefore. 
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Therefore We will firft fpeak of all the 
‘Medicines Of Venus, and afterward of Mars, 
which are comprifed, in the firft Order, There 
is one Medicine whitgpins Venms, by .Argent- 
vive, and another by Arfarck. By drgentvive, 
the Medicize dealbating it is thus compleated, 
Firft Argenrvive precipitated is diffolved, then 
calcined Venus diffolved likewife. Both thefe 
Solutions are mixcdin one, and projected up- 
on the Bedy of Venus, after they are coagu- 
lated. This Medicine whitens and cleanfeth 
Venus. Again otherwife: Argentvive and Li- 
thargiry are diflolved apart, and the Soluti- 
ons Joyned together; then a Calcsmation of the 
Body, which is intended to be Whitcned, is 
diflolved likewife, and that Solwtion joyned 
with the former, and then coagulated to- 


gether: this Coagulate is projected upon the § 


Body, and that is dealbated thereby. Other- 
wife, a Quantity of Argentvive is fublimed 
often from its Body, until part thereof remain 
with it, with compleat dgnitien. Then this 
Mixtere is very often imbibed and ground with 
diftilled Vinegar, that ic may the better be

It is whitened by drfnick fublimed, thus:

Bur if 
you be nor weil skilled in the ways of Saé- 
limation, Arfnick will not perfevere in it with 
any Alteration, Therefore, after the firft De- 
gree Of Sxblimation, fecondarily repeat the 
Work, after the fame manner, as we taught 
in the Sublimation of Marchafire. Alfo Venss 
is otherwife Whitened: for if you project Arf- 
mick fublimed upon Lana, and then the whole

project the whole upon Venws, and fo it will 
be Whitened. And this is a good Dealbation 
of the firft Order. Or, upon Lithargiry alone

Or let Lexa and PVenss be commixed, and 
upon them proje@ either of thefe above de-

but Satwrn fecondarily, and therefore We mix 


itwiththem. But otherwife, We melt Arfnick | 
fublimed, that it may be all in a lump, which | 


being broken, We project piece after piece 
upon Venus. We command it to be proje- 
Cted in pieces, rather than in Powder ; becaufe 
Powder is more eafily inflamed, than a lump; 
and therefore more eafily vanifheth, than it, 
and is confumed before it can fall fiery hot 
upon the Body. 

In like manner the Rednefs is taken away 
from Venss, and it is whitened with Tuwtia, 
But becaufe the Dealbation of Tutia fufficeth 
not, therefore it only gives a Citrine Colour.

T remains now, that We declare the Deal- 
bations of Afars, by Medicines proper ta

Therefore "tis expedient We fhould 
dealbate it with a Afedicine making it to flow. 
Every dealbative Medicine of Menus and Mars 
likewife, is with its preparation of the fame 
Order. But the fpecial fufive of it , is .Arf- 
nick Of every kind, Therefore , with which 
foever it is dealbated and fufed, it is conve- 
nient it fhould be conjoyned, and wafhed with 
Argentvive, until all its Impurity be removed, 
and it be Waite, and fufible: or elf let it be 
ted hot with vehement Jgnition, and upon it 
Arfnick, projected; and when it fhall be in 
ux, calt a Quantity Of Luna thereon.

Therefore fir 
We will mention all the Afethods of Medicines, 
which arife from drgentvive ; then, thofe that 
are from S#lphar, or from a Commixtion of

The Method of that, which is made by 4r- 
precipt- 
tate, wiz. mortified and fixed by Precipitation , 
then put it in a Furnace of great Ignition, af- 
ter the manner Of Confervation of Calxzes, which 
We have already taught, until it be red as 
U¢fer. Bucif ic be not red, take a pare of 
Argentvive not mortified, and with Salphar re- 
iterate the S#blimation thereof. Yet the Sal- 
pbur muft be cleanfed from all Impurity, and 
the drgentvive likewife, And after you have 
twenty times repeated the Sw#blimsation of it 
upon the Precipitate, diffolve that with the 
ciffolvying fharpnefS of Waters, and again cal-

fufficient. ter this, diflolve a partof Luna, 
and when dillolved, mix the Solutions, and Co:

For it will colour it much with 
a peculiar Citrimity, But if Argentvive in its 
precipitation be red, the aforefaid Adminj- 
firation, without Gommixtion of any Thing 
tinging it, is fufficient for the perfe@ion of 
its projection. ) : 

By Sulphur, Luna is alfo rubified, but its 
Rubification is difficulc, and immenfly ‘labo- 
rious. Lena is likewife citrinated witha So- 
lution of Mars: but the neceflity of this Work 
induceth us firft to calcine it, and then to 
fix, which is an abundance of Labour. Af. 


terward We adminifter it with the fame Pre- 


paration, and the fame Projection, pouring it 
upon the Swéftance of Luna.

A Medicine of the fecond Orderis that, which 
doth indeed compleat imperfe& Bodies ; but 
with one only difference of Perfeftion. Yet 
feeing there are many o-_ of Corruption in 
ofery of the imperfect Bodies, viz. in Saturn, 
a volatile Sulphureity, flight of its drgentvive 
(by both which Corrsption muft neceffarily be 
induced ) and its Terreftreity ; therefore the 
Medicine is made fo, as it can indeed totally 
remove one of them, or covering it adorn 
the fame; only leaving all other Cau/es of 
Imperfettion. Therefore, forafmuch as in Bo- 
dies 
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lies there is fomewhat impermutable, which 
is innate in their Radix, and which cannot be 
taken away by Adedicine of the fecond Order; 
that Afedicine, which totally removes that 
from the Adixtion, is not called Adedicine of 
the fecond, but of the third and greater Order, 
And, becaufe We found Swperflasties of things 
volatile to be removed by the way of Calci- 
nation, and the Earthineh not innate abolifh- 
td by reiteration of Reduétion ; therefore, there 
was a neceflity ‘of inventing a Medicine of 
the fecond Order, which might indeed palli- 
ate (or gear the innate, and mollifie the 
hard, and harden the foft, viz. in hard and 
foft Bodies, according to Compleatment, not 
fophiftical, but perfe@ly conftitute a true So- 
lick, or Lusifickh, of imperfect Bodies. 
Therefore, feeing it is manifeft, that in

E come firft to fpeak of Cincritium, 
_¥ with all its manifeft Casfes, and of the 
Way of its Confeétion. The Solar and Lunar 


. Subftance, is only permament in the Tryal of 


Cineritiuam. Thereiore fearching our the true 
Differencies Of the Subftance of thefe Perfect 
Bodies, and likewife the Casfes of the Cine~ 
tition, We will make Tryal, which of the im- 
perfect Bodies more, and which lefs abide in’ 


Bthe Examen of this Afagiffery. Yet by Usis 


already fufficiently declared the Secret of thefe 
two Bodies, inthe Profundity of their Subftance. 
And it is this, wiz. that their firft Radix was 
alarge Quantity of Argentvive, and the purett 
Swbftance of it; at firlt moft fubtile, but af- 
terwardinfpiflate, until ic could admit Fajfion 
with Jgnition.

Therefore, *tis evident, that feeing Saturn | 
is Of much Earthinefs, and contains a {mall 
at of oi onagpes and of an eafie Tr- 
nuity Of Liquefattion, which are moftly oppo- 
fite to the Perfeétion Of a Cincritious Examen; 
therefore of all the Bodies, by the Artifice 
of the Cineritjum, it indures leaft in the Com- 
mixtion ; yea, it is feparated, and vanifheth 
moft {peedily. Wherefore, fecing of all Bodies 
diminifhed from Perfeétion it mott gives way 
and recedes; by that it is more proper for 
the Examen of our Magiftery ; and the reafon 
is, becaufe it fooner cohee it flight, and fooner 
draws every of the imperfect Bodies with it 
felf from the AGixtwre. Alfo,; by reafon of 
this, the greater Qwantity of the perfec Body 
is preferved from the ftrong. Combustion of the 
Fire of the Examen; and therefore, by the 
Tryal of Lead it is lefs burnt, and more eafily 
purified. 

But becaufe the Subfbance of Jupiter con- 
tains more of .drzentviv:, and partakes pr a 
leller 
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(fer Quantity Of Earthine[s, and of greater 
Purity, and of a more aiilic Subjtance of it, 
therefore it is more fafe in the A4:xtsen, 
than Satwrn.and Venus ; becaufe it more ad- 
heres in the Profwndity thereof.

the Caufe, why a larger Qwantity of the per- 


fe&t Body is abfumed, before /upiter conjoyn~ 
ed can be feparated from the Commsxtion. 
Yet Venus gives Fufion with Ignition; but be- 
caufe its Fufion is flower, than of a perfect 
Bedy, theretore it is feparated from the Com-~ 
gixtion, yet more flowly than Satwrn, by rea- 
fon of the Ignition of its fufible Subjtance. But 
becaufé it contains lefs of the Qwmantity of 
Argentvive, and is of greater Earthinefs, and 
of a more thick Swh/tance, therefore it is more 
eafily (eparated from the Mixtion, than Jupiter 5 
becaufe fupiter more adheres in the Profundsty, 
than Penws. . 
Mars hath not Fefien, and therefore is not 
permixed ; which happens, by reafon of De- 
privation of Humid'ty. But if it chance that 
it is permixed by V/ehemency of Fire; then, 
becaufe it hath not Hwmidity, by imbibing 
the Humidity of Sof or Luna, it is united 
thereunto through its leaft parts: therefore, 
although it hath much Earth, and little 4r- 
gentvive, and wants Fafion, yet it can by no 
flight my oy be feparated from them. There-

Therefore, fecing Cement 
is conftituted of inflamable Thinzs, the necef- 
lary Caufe of its Invention is manifeft; and it 
was, that all combutftible T4ings might be burn- 
ed. And fince there isone only Beay incombu- 
ftible, thar alone, or what is prepared accor- 
ding to the Nature of that, is kept fafe in Ce- 
ment. Yet fome abide more, others lefa, in 
Cement? But which abide more, and which 
lefs, are known with their faid Canfes. There- 
fore Luna abides Cemint more, but AZars lets,

ftical compleatment. Therefore, among all | 
‘Bodies, of whatfoever.kind, We find Sof not to 
be burned by Siphwr, The next to this, leatt 
burned, is fupiter; then Luna; and after that 


Saturn ; but Venus more eafily, than all thete; | 


and Mars, by reafon of the Olzaginy of Sul- 


pour , is moft eafily burned. Hence’ ’tis ob- | 


fervable, that that Bedy is more burnt, 
which is lefS nigh to the Nature of the Per-

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Alfo by the Diverfity of Colowrs, after com- 
buftion of Bod.es, ic may be known, in what 
kind the altered Body, from the Radix of its 


lown Nature, confifts; becaufe, after -the 


Commintion of Sulphur, Scl gives an intenfe 
Citrine, or clear Red Colour; Luna, a black 
mixt with Celeftine, fupiter, a black Colour

Band a livid Coloxr ; Venus, from the Commux- 


tion of Sulphur, yields a black mixt with livid, 
if much combuition of Ss#lpbsr hath preced- 
ed; but if little combuftion was pre-exiftent, 
it fhews a moft clean and pleafant Violet Co- 
lour; but Afars, in every kind of combuttion, 
creares a moft blick dull Colosr, . 
Likewife, in Bodies is obferved a Diverfity, 
after their Redaction from tl.e combuftion of 
Sulphur. Some do indeed return; but others, 
by the expreffion of Fire, with the Salpbar 
recede from the Redattion, cither totally, of 
the greater Quantity of them: fome into Bo- 
dies of their own Nature; others return, from 
the combuftion, into Bodies other than of 
their own Narere. Soland Lenareturn, from 
the combuttion of S#phur, intothe Nature of 
their proper Body; but /xp:ter and Saturn re- 
cede, Jupiter recedes totally, or its greater 
part ; Satern not totally ; yet fometimes a 
greater, fonetimes a leffer part of it, is de- 
ftroyed. The Diverjfity of thefe 1S, by reafon 
of the Nature of Things and Bodics, andl bY 
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sig of the different eager gh them 
in the Work of Preparation. For it happe 
thar jupiter is defrayed by the adden fence 
of Fire in Redaétion; but both Fupiter and Sa- 
tarn are preferved by fucceflive and gentle 
Reduftion, Yet the Reduétion of them rather 
tends to the Nature Of an alien, than of the 
roper Body, That is to fay, the Reduttion of 
4 iter is Converted into clear Antimony; but 
eg Saturn, into a dull coloured Antimony, as 
We have found by proper Experience. Venus 
is diminifhed, in.the Zmsprefion of Fire of Re- 
duition; and this happens more to Mars, than 
to Venus, Venus in its Redwétion is ponderous, 
of a dull Citrine Cologr, 
ing Of Blackne/s, with Augmentation of the 
Wesght of its Body.
